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A Thouikod OmatuQats aad Gmcas but 
in the Gompofition of tbis Gveat Ma|i> attd 
contributed to make Him untvopfaily Bcfev'd 
and Efteem'd: The Figure of Hia Body 
was Strong, PropprtionabJ?, Beautifiiit and 
weK His Figure veil Dtavn, it moQL dom 
(erve the Praife given to the Portraitsuof fi^ 
fbael, and at once create Love- and Refpei^. 
While the Greatne^ of His Mein infinm'd 
Men, they were approaching theNobleBoan^ 
the Sweetnefs of it iavicsd them to^ come 
nearer to the Patron : There was in His 
Look and Qeilure ibmething, that is cafiw 
conceived than deicribed, that gain'd vpaa. 
You in his Favour, before h« fpokeQnp 
Word. His Behaviour was £a(ifi and Couiw 
teous to ally but Diftinguifhed and Adapted 
to each Man in pacticulaj<, according to his 
Station and Quality. His Civility was free 
from the Formahty of Rule, and flowed im- 
mediately from his good Senfe. 

A 4 Such 
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Such xrece die Natural Faculties and 
Strength of His Mind, that He had occafi- 
on to borrov very Uttle from Education ', 
and he o\red thofe Advantages to His oim 
good Parts, vhich others acquire by Study 
and Imitation. His ^it 'vas Abundant, 
Noble, Bold : Wit in moft Writers is like 
a Fountain in a Garden, iupply'd by feveral 
Streams brought thro' artfiil Pipes, and play- 
ing Sometimes agreeably : But the Earl of 
l>wfet\ was a Source rifing from the Top of 
a Mountain, which forced its own way, and 
with inexhauftible Supplies delighted and 
inriched the Country thro* which it pafs'd. 
This extraordinary Genius was accompany- d 
with, fb true a Judgment in all Parts of fine 
Learning, that whatever Subjed was before 
him, he.Difcours'd as properly of it, as if 
the peculiar bent of his Study had been ap* 
ply a that way^ and he perfeded his Judg- 
ment by Reading and Digefting the bed 
Authors, tho' he; quoted them very (eldom : 
Contetmebat potim literas, quam nefciehat : 
And rather feem'd to draw his Knowledge 
from his own Stores, than to owe it to any 
Foreign Affiflance. 

The 
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The Brightnefi of his Parts, the Sohdity 
of his Judgment^ and the Candour and Ge- 
nerefky of his Temper diftinguilh'd him in 
an Age of great Politeneis, and at a Coun: 
abounding vich Men of the fineft Stok and 
Learning. Th^.moft eminent Mafters in 
their (everal ^ays appealed to his Determina- 
tion : Waller thought it an Honour to con- 
fult him in the Sof tnefs and Harmony of his 
Verfe J and Dr. Sprat, in the Delicacy and 
Turn of his Profe: Dryden determines by 
him, under theCharader of Eugeniusj as to 
the Laws of Dramatick* Poetry. Butler ow'd 
it to him that the Court tailed his Hudihras; 
Jf^herfyy that the Town liked bis Plain 
Dealer j and the late Duke of Buckingham dc- 
ferr'd to pubhfh his Rebearfal, *till he was 
{lire, (as he exprefled it) that my Lord Dor* 
fet would" not Rehearfe upon him again. If 
we wanted foreign Teftimony, la Fontaine 
and St. Ewremont have acknowledg'd, that 
he was a perfed: Mailer in the Beauty and 
Finenels of their Language, and of all that 
they call ks Belles Lettres : Nor was this 
Nicety of his Judgment confined only to 
Books and Literature, but was the fame in

Statuary, Painting, and all other Par^ of 
^rr. Bernini \iroulcl have taken his Opi-

^niihed, 'till it had the Approbation of n>y 
Xord Buckhurfi, 

As the Judgment 'sx^hich he made of others 
Writings could not be refuted, the Manner in 
which ne vrote, will hardly ever be equalled : 
Every one of his- Pieces is an Ingot of jGold, 
intrinHcally:^ and (blidly Vali^ble} fuch as> 
Wrought or Beat thinner, w^ld fhine thro* a 
whole Book of any other Author. His Thought 
was always New, and the Expreflion of it Cq 
particularly Happy, that every body knew im- 
mediately it could only be my Lord Dorfet*s ^ 
and yet it was Co eafy too, that every bo- 
dy was ready to imagine himfelf capable of 
writing it. There is a Luftre in his Verfes, 
hkethat of the Sun in Claude Loraines Land- 
skips, it looks Natural, and is Inimitable. 
His Love- Verfes have a Mixture of Delicacy 
and Strength, they convey the Wit of Petro- 
nius in the Sofmefi of Tthullus. His Satyr in« 
deed is fbfeverely Pointed, that in it He appears

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wh^ hi» Great Fr^nd, the Earl ofRochefter, 
(that other Prodigy of the Age) %s he was|

Yet eyeji here that Charader may juftly be 
Applied to hitrr, which Perfius gives of the 
beft Writer in this Kind ^ that ever lived. 

Omne vafer iiitium ridetfti Flaccus amUo 
Tangitf (^ admiffus tircum p-acurdia ludit. 

And the Qentieomi h«d alvays (b much the 
better of the Satyritt, jhat the Perfbns touch- 
ed did not knpv ?w^hcfe to fix their Re{ent» 
ments, and were forced to appear rather A- 
ihamed than Angry. Yet fo far vas this great 
Author from Valuing himlelf upon his Worksi 
that he cared not what became of them, 
though every body clfe did. There are many 
Things of His not Extanjt in Writing, vrhich 
however are always r^eated : like the Verfes 
and Sayings of the Atitient Drttids, they re*, 
tain a universal Veneration, tho' they are pre- 
Icrved only by Mepiory. 

As 
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As it is often jfcen, that thofe Men vho 
are lead Qualified for Butine^, love it moft 5 
my Lord Dorfet's Charader vas, that He 
certainly underftood it> but did not care 
for it. 

Coming very Young to the Pofleflion of 
tvo Plentiful Eftates, and in an Age when 
Pleafure W3S more in Faihion than Bufinefs^ 
he turned his Parts rather to Books and Con- 
verfttion, than to Politicks, and what more 
immediately related to the Public : But when- 
ever the Safety of his Country demanded his 
Ailiftance, He readily entred into the mofl: 
Adive Parts df Life, and underwent the great- 
eft Dangers with a Cpnftancy of Mind, which 
fhewed, that he had not only read the Rules 
of Philolbphy, but underftood the Pradice 
of them. 

In the iirft Dutch War he went a Volun- 
tier under the Duke of Tork j His Behaviour, 
dturing that Campaigne, was fuch as diftinr 
guifti'd the Sacvilk dcfc^ndcd from that Hil- 
dehrand of the Name, who was one of the 
greatefl: Captains that came ihko England 
with the Conaueror. But his making a Song 
the Night before the Engagement (and it 

was 
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-vas one of the pretdefl: that ever wzs made) 
carries 'vith it to fedate a Preience of Mind> 
and {iich an unufual Gallantry, that it de- 
(erves as much to be Recorded, as /ilexan^ 
ders jefting vith his Soldiers, befere he paf- 
fed the Granicus'y or If^tlliam the Firft of 
Orangey giving Order over Night for a Bat-^ 
tel, and defirine to be called in the Morning, 
left he ihould happen to fleep too long. 

From hence during the remaining part of 
King Charles's Reign, he continued to live 
in Honourable Leifure : He "vas of the Bed- 
chamber to the King, and Poflefled, not 
only his Mafler's Favour, but in a great 
D^ee his Familiarity-, never leaving the 
Court, but 'when he wis fent to that of 
Francey on fbme ihort Commiflions and £m- 
baffies of Complement : as if the King de- 
figned to ihov the French, vho would be 
thought the politeft Nation, that one of the 
finefl Gentlemen in Europe was his Subje(fl ; 
and that we had a> Prince who underftood 
his Worth fb well, as not to fufler him to 
be long out of his Prefence. 

That fiicceeding Reign neither relifh'd my 
Lord's Wit> nor approved his Maxims> fb 

he 
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« 

he retired altogether from Court. But as 
the irretrievable Miftakes of that unhappy 
Govertiment ^ent oti to Threaten the Na- 
tion ^ith fbtnething m<^nB Terrible than a 
Dutch \i^ar, he thought it became him to 
refume the Courage of his Youth, and once 
- more to Engage Himfelf in defending the 
Liberty of His Country* He entred into 
the Prince of Oranges Intered, and carried 
on his Part of that great Enterpri^ here in 
Limdm, and under the Eyo of the Court, 
n^ith the fame Relblution, as his Friend and 
Fellow Patriot the late Duke tof DivofiPire did 
in open Arms at Nonittghami 'till the Dan- 
gers of thofe Times increafed to Extremity, 
and juft ApprehenHone arofe for the Safety 
of the Princefs, our present Glorious Qieen j 
then my Lord Dorfei ^ras thought the pro- 
pereft Guide of Her neceflary Flight, ahd the 
Peribn under ^hofe Courage ahd Direction 
the Nation might moft (afely Truft a Charge 
fb Precioub and Important. 

Aftet fhi^ tdablilhmeiit bf their late Ma- 
jellies upon the Thltm^i ^re ^Hs Rootti ^^ 

gaitt as QWft for- M^ft *5f ftiy Lotd*s Gha- 
laatti Hi ha^ ^'l^lh ^ Councils of 

thofe 
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thofe Princes, a great Share in their Fricndfliip, 
and all the Marks of Diftindion, vith which 
a good Govcthment could reward a Patriot : 
He >3('as made Chamberlain of their Maje- 
fties Houlhold, a Place which he fb eminent- 
ly Adotn'd, by the Grace of his Perfbn, the 
Fitidnefe of his ferefeding, and the Knowledge 
and Pradice of what was Decent and Mag- 
nificent, th^t he could only be Rivalled in 
chefe Quahficatibns by one great Man, who 
has fitlCe held the fame Staff. 

The laft Honoiu:s he received from his So- 
vereign, and indeed they were the Greateft 
a SubjedJi could rfeceivs, ^t^ere, that he was 
made Knight of the Gattet, and conftituted 
dne of the Regents of the Kingdom during 
his Majefty*s Abfenee. But his Health about 
that time fenfibly Declining, and the Public 
Aflairs not Threatned by any Imminent 
Daftger, he left the Bufinefs to thofe who 
delighted more in the State t>f it, and ap- 
peared only fometimcs at Council, to fiiow 
hi? Rc%e6t to the Commiffioh j giving as 
iftiich Leifitfe t& he tolild to the Relief of 
ihbft ftilhs, \{4tk Ni^ch it i>leafed Qod to 
kMBt f]f^ -atid ittdulgih^ the Reflexions 

of 
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of a Mind, that had looked thro* the World 
with too piercing an Eye, and was grown 
weary of the Profped. Upon the whole, it 
may very juftly be faid of this Gj^eat Man^ 
with Regard to the Public, that, thro' the 
Courie of his Life, he Aded like an able 
Pilot in a long Voyage i . contented to fit 
Quiet in the Cabin, when the Winds were 
allayed, and the Waters finooth 5 but vigi- 
lant and ready to refume the Helm, whet^ me 
Storm arofe, and the Sea grew Tumul- 
tuous. 

I ask Your Pardon, my Lord, if I look 
yet a little more nearly into the late Lord Por- 
fefs Charadier ; if I examine it not without 
fbme Intention of finding Faulty and (which 
is an odd way of making a Pan^ric) fet 
his Blemiihes and Imper^dions . jn open 
View. 

The Fire of his Youth carried him to (bme 
Excefles, but they were accompanied with a 
moft lively Invention, and true Humour : 
The little Violences and eafie Mifbkcs c^ a 
Night too gaily {pent (and that too in the 
Beginning of Lire) were always fet Rig^t the 
next Pay, with ^€at Hunttojiiy^ andample 

Rctii- 
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Retobndon. His Faults broi^hc their £xcu{e 
"rith them, Afid his very Failings had their 
Beauties $ {b much Svjeetneis accompanied 
^v\x& he ikid, and (o greac Generofity 'vhat 
he did, that Pec^ie were alis^ays prepofle^'d 
in his Favour ; and ic t^as in F^ true, ^hac 
the iaoe Earl of Rochefter laid in Jed to 
Kn^ Charlei, That he did not Jaio\r hov it 
\ras, 'buctny Locd pHJet nu^ do any thing, 
yet ysis atvct to Blaxne. 

Hie vas oaoucally very (ubjed to Paffion, 
but the ihort GuA ^asfbon over, andienred 
Qtily to (tt off the Chasxns of his Temper^ 
Wien mone Composd : That rery Pamon 
bDokie lOut mth a Force of XTit, that made 
evxn Aimer agooeahle; V^biie it lailed, he 
£ad and totgot a daou^d Things, whidb 
other Men vould have been glad to have 
fhidoed an4 Nudtj • but the Impetuotity was 
CcoixifibBdupociaMiniaaieht's R,efle<^ion, and 
the Meafiire altered vith.^^tch Cid:a,ce atid 
Ddicacy, that you could !^a£ce perceive 
\4iiere the £ey \Kas Changed. . 

MeyM very Sha^ in his Aefledfcions, bat

his own : By extreme Ignorance and Impor-r. 
tinence, or the mixture of thefe, an ill-juqg*cl 
and .never-ceaiing Civility 5 or laftly, tiy the 
two Things that were his utter Averfion, the 
Infinuation of a Flattereri and the Whifper 
of a Tale»bcarcri . i - . . 

If therefore we fet the Piece in its worft 
Pofifion, if its Faults be moft expofed, the 
Shades will ,ftill appear very finely > join d 
widi their b^hts, and every Iraperfe<5lion 
will be diminiflied by the Luftrc of.;{bnie 
Neighb'ring Virtue : But if we turn the great

He poflefled all thofe Virtues in the higb^ 
eft Degree, upon which the Pleafure of So- 
ciety, and the Happinefs of Life d^ehd j 
aiKl he exercifed them with the- greateft De^ 
cency and beft Manners; JAs*good Nature 
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is fa!4, by a great * Author, to 
belong more particularly, to the i?Sj;*fS«J^. 
^nglijb th^n aijy other Nation \ 
i.t iTiay again be, ^id) that^it belonged m.<we 
ptarticularly to the lace Earl of borfet, than 
to any other ,£«g/(/5& Man. 
, A kind Hijsband he was Nc^ithout Fond- 
vxis,, and aii. indulgent Father v^ithout Par- 
tiality: So extraordinary good a Mafter, that 
that Qualit)^ oi^ght indeed t^ hanre been num- 
ber'd atnons has Oefecls : For he "^ras often 
wor(e (erved than became his Station* from 
his Uti^illingnefs to alTumie an Authority too 
Severe. And during thofc little Tranlpprts 
of Paifion, to NKhich I juft nov {aid he was 
fubje^, I have known his Servants get into 
his way, that they might make a Merit of it 
immediately af^er j ibr he that had the good 
FortUQie to bcf Ci4d»' vas fi^re of _b?ing IVe- 
irotded for it , , , 

, , \^ Table wis, one of the {aft tbit; , gave 
tJs an Example of the; Old Honfe-keeping of ^ 
an. B-iiglifi Nobletnan. A Freedoni reigned . 
at it, i\i2i% pidd'e every one of his jG'uefts thkil^ 
Hin^elf^cHomeiatldanAbimdance, which 
ihbipe4: thii^t th^ ]^af);er's Ho^itality extended . 
' a 1 fd' 
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to many more, than thofe vho had the Ho- 
nour CO (it at Table Nrith him. 

In his DeaUngs ^rith other Men^ his Care 
and Exadneis, that every one ftiould,have 
his Due, "Ci^as (uch, that one ^ould think be 
had never fcen a Court : The Politeness and 
Civility with which this Tuflice was admini- 
ftred, would convince one he never had liv- 
ed out of it. 

He was fo fttid an Obferver of his ^drd, 
that no Condderatiion whatever could make 
him break it ; yet fo cautious, left the Me- 
rit of his A6t fliould arife from that Ofciliga- 
tion only, that he udially did the greateft 
Favours without makirtg any previous Pro- 
mife. So inviolable was he in his Friend- 
ship, and fb kind to the Charadiker of thofe, 
whom he had^ once Honoured with a mdrt 
intimate Acquaintance, that nothing4di'l(iin 
a Demonftration of fome EiT^tM te«rit,' 
could make him break with them*, and thbn 
too, his good Nature did iiot eonkt^ to k'h 
widiout the greatest Rdud^dnce andt)ifit^U 
ty. Let me give one Inftabce of this attidngft 
nfeny: Vhen, asLordChaf^bcrlaJn, lie'Vtts 
obliged to cake the King's iPenfion froit^Mt. 

Dtyden, 
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J>tyden, vho had long before put him(elf 
out of a ft)flibility of Receiving any Fa- 
vour ^om the Court, my Lord allowed him 
ail' Equivalent out of his ONrn Ellate ; How- 
ever dilpleafed with the Condud of his old 
Acquaintance, he relieved hie NeceHitieS) 
and vhile he gave him his Aififtance in 
Private, in Publick he extenuated or pitied 
his Error. « 

The Foundation indeed of thefe Excellent 
Qualities, and the Perfedion of my Lord 
J>0ffn*i Charader, Nras, (hat unbounded 
Charity vhich ran through the whole Te- 
nour of his Life, and (at as vifibly Predo- 
minant over the other Faculeies of his Soul, 
as ihe is {aid to do in Heaven above Her 
Sifter Virtues. 

Crouds of Poor daily thronged his Gates> 
exposing thence their Bread j and vere 
ftill leflened by his fending the moft worthy 
Objcds of his Bounty to Aj^prentiiliips or 
Ho^itals : The Lazar and me Sick, as He 
accidentally law them, were (cnt Irom 
^ Street to the PhyHcian , and many 
of them not only reftored to Health, but 
fiipplied with what might en^le them to 

a 3 re- 
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refume their forpier Callings i and makQ 
their future Life happy: The Prifoner hal 
often b^eri r6lea(ed by my Lord's paying 
the Pebt, and the Condeinned has been 
iav^d by his Intercpffion with the Sove- 
reign, where ha thought the Letter of the 
Law top rigid.; Tp thofe whole Circum- 
ftahc6s were fuch as inade them a(hamcd 
of their Poverty, He knew how to beftoNsr 
his Munificence, without offending their 
M^deftyj and under thp Notion of-ftcr 
quent Prefents, gave thepfi what amounted 
to i Subfiftance': Many yet alive knoV 
this to be trpc, tho* he told it to nojic, 
ijpr eyer yas mor^ uneafy than when any 
onp mentioned it )to him. 

We may find among the Greeks and 
Latins, Tihullus, and Gallus ; the Noblemen , 
tha? writ Poetry,* Augufius and Macenas^ 
the Prote6|;ors of Learning ; ArifiideSy th^ 
good Citizen 5 aiid Atticuiy the well bred 
Friend : and bring (H^m |n as Examples of 
my Lord Dorfit^s Wit, his Judgment, his 
Juftice and his Civility. But for his Cha- 
rity, My Lord, we can fcarce find a Paral- 
Ipl in Hiftpry it felf.
